Memorial Day Observances Planned

Edward L. Hottin, who is serving as chairman of the 
Memorial Day Committee for 1983, has announced 
several observances being planned to honor those who 
gave their lives for their country as well as those 
veterans still living. 

On Sunday, May 29th, a Memorial Day service will 
take place at 10:30 a.m. at Agawam Congregational 
Church, 745 Main Street. The Rev. Floyd Bryan will of¬ 
ficiate. 

On Monday, May 30th, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars group will assemble at the Center Cemetery on 
Main Street to raise the flag which belonged to the 
deceased soldier son of former Representative Edward 
Connelly. At the same time, Wilson-Thompson Post 
185 of the American Legion will conduct a ceremony 
at Springfield Street Cemetery. 

This particular American Legion post is named in 
honor of an Agawam native, Wilson, who died in 
World War I and is buried in the Springfield Street 
Cemetery. Thompson was also an Agawam native who 


died in WWI and is buried in France. 

After the graveside ceremonies, parade participants 
will gather at the WWI monument further along Spr 
ingfield Street at the Legion grounds. State Represen¬ 
tative Michael Walsh will speak prior to the start of the 
parade. 

The Memorial Day Parade will leave the post at 
10:30 a.m. and proceed down Springfield Street to the 
shopping center parking lot. Hottin declares plans still 
incomplete regarding parade participants, but that he 
hopes more young people will take part. 

A final ceremony will conclude the parade. The Rev. 
Floyd Bryan will give a benediction at the speaker's 
platform in the parking area and a guest speaker will 
also address the crowd. 

Hottin has reported that veterans' organizations in 
town are sponsoring both an essay contest at the 
Junior High School and a poster contest at the Middle

Manager, Council Voted Pay Hikes

Town Council approved pay hikes for Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba and council positions totall¬ 
ing $26,761 at Monday night's regular council 
meeting. 

Salaries for the town's legislative body and executive 
head rose from a combined $42,500 to $69,271 after 
council salaries increased from $500 annually to 
$2,000 annually with $2,500 for the town council presi¬ 
dent. 

The raises will be effective January 1, 1984 as they 
were approved at least six months prior to the new 
council session. 

As for the manager salary, a retroactive salary in¬ 
crease of 572 percent in fiscal year 1982 and a 5 per¬ 
cent increase in fiscal year 1983 brings Caba's salary 
from $35,000 to $38,761. 

The council approved the two-year retroactive raises 

for Caba in an 8-7 vote. 

********** 

The council rescinded its December 20th, 1982 ac¬ 
tion which had defeated the pay hikes by one vote 
short of the two-thirds 10 vote majority required for 
adoption. 

At Monday's meeting councilors voted 11-4 in favor 
of the new council salaries with Councilors Jack 
Shaughnessy and Dennis Roberts changing from their 
previous negative positions. 

While the raises were approved without dialogue, 
Council President Donald Rheault was a sponsor of the 
pay hikes last December. 

Rheault argued the present $500 salaries for coun¬ 
cilors were "a joke and insult" and noted the salary 
was identical to that resolved at the council/manager's 
inception in 1971. 

Rheault claimed the $500 salaries forced councilors 
to take money out of their pockets to perform duties 

Cable TV Hearing Scheduled

Commonwealth Cable TV and town officials are 
scheduled to meet with citizens concerned with service 
on Thursday, May 5th (presstime) at 7:30 at the Public 
Library. 

The special Town Council subcomittee, chaired by 
Stephen Cincotta, will host a top official from Com¬ 
monwealth Cable and town Consumer Affairs Director 
Louis Draghetti. Complaints, questions and concerns 
of future service will be addressed. 

Cincotta said he expects the meeting to be produc¬ 
tive and hopes to find solutions to cable problems in 
town. The Cable TV patron is at a real advantage 
when he can address both corporate and town officials 

at the same time, Cincot¬ 
ta noted. 

He said 6,000 televi¬ 
sion sets in Agawam are 
presently connected to 
Commonwealth Cable TV 
and the company has 
plans to expand that 
number this year.

In the issue of Caba's pay raise, Rheault and other 
councilors had wanted to go into executive session to 
discuss the raise, but the raise was approved in open 
session without dialogue 

Initial motions for the ra»se were made by Councilors 
Nardi and Kerr, who like many other councilors, lauded 
Caba's job performance and credited him for waiting 
two years before bringing his contract before the coun¬ 
cil. 

Council approval of the raise in April, however, was 
delayed after Shaughnessy charter objected before the 
vote. "I wanted to give the council more time to review 
contract language," Shaughnessy said at the time. 

The charter objection delayed council action until 
Monday night's meeting. 

Councilors Nardi, Paleologopoulos, Candido, Cin¬ 
cotta, Gallano, Lacienski, Lockhart, and Mazza voted 
to approve the raise. 

Voting against the raise as amended for a second 
year 5 percent increase were Councilors Roberts, 
Shaughnessy, Trehey, Coppola, DeLucchi, Kerr, and 
Rheault.

Recent information received from Veterans' Ad¬ 
ministration in Boston indicates that certain Vietnam 
veterans may be eligible for an extension of their 
educational benefits. Modification of educational 
assistance legislation provides for the extension of the 
10-year eligibility period for certain veterans who may 
wish to pursue further vocational, apprenticeship, on- 
the-jpb training, or a high school diploma. 

The extension is aimed at assisting unemployed and 
under-employed veterans in acquiring the marketable 
skills necessary to re-enter the work force. 

To qualify for this extension, a veteran must have 
been unemployed or underemployed for six months 
and in need of additional training or education in order 
to obtain a more stable job. Under the extension, the 
V.A. will provide educational benefits for those found 
to be in need of additional training.

Insurance Votes For Schedules Juvenile 

Major Changes - Walsh Meeting For May 12th

The often controversial and confusing debate over 
how much to charge homeowners under the Phase II 
sewer project is back to the original $2,700 assessment 
which has been violently opposed by homeowners for 
over two years. 

Votes Switched 

At Monday night's meeting of Town Council, a com¬ 
promise figure for sewer betterments of $1,000 was 
defeated after five councilors who had supported the 
compromise earlier this year switched votes to defeat 
it. 

The action came on the third and final reading on 
the betterment ordinance. 

Because of this, the fee reverts back to $2,200 which 
caused formation of the Sewerless Homeowners group 
when former Town Manager Richard J. Bowen first pro¬ 
posed the betterment assessments. 

Homeowners, under the plan, must pay $500 to ex¬ 
tend sewer pipes to property lines to bring the total 
connection bill to $2,700. 

The fees were instituted by the town to cover part of 
the $2 million cost of connecting 401 sewerless homes 
in Feeding Hills under the Phase II project. 

Precinct Two Councilor Daniel J. Lacienski, who has 
led the fight on the council floor to reduce the fees, 
vowed to again address the issue at the council's May 
16th meeting. 

Lacienski changed his vote on Monday night from 
supporting the $1,000 compromise to voting against it, 
saying he belived the figure could be slashed even fur¬ 
ther. 

Lacienski said a council subcommitee two years ago 
recommended a $700 fee but Town Manager Edward 
A. Caba said that figure is no longer realistic. 

At-Large Councilor Dennis Roberts also said he 
wished to offer a new compromise but it is speculated 
that Roberts' compromise figure will be higher than the 
$1,000 compromise defeated by the council Monday. 

On The Brink 

At one point, Lacienski was on the brink of reducing 
the assessment to zero which the town administration 
said would play havoc on the town budget. 

Council President Donald M. Rheault, an original 
supporter of the $1,000 compromise, said he voted 
against this Monday in order to reduce the amount to 
be paid by the homeowner even further. 

Several councilors polled said they were uncertain 
on what figure they would support and added that a 
"wait-and-see" posture was best until new motions 
were forwarded. 

Bills for the assessment are scheduled to go out to 
homeowners this summer but indications point to 
another compromise before that time. If no com¬ 
promise can be reached, however, homeowners will 
pay the full $2,700 amount. 

Town officials remark that homeowners must bear 
some of the burden of paying for the sewers because 
state and federal funds have continued to dwindle over 
the past few years. 


State Representative Michael P. Walsh (D) of 
Agawam and Representative Robert L. Howarth (R) of 
Springfield announced this week that the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Insurance favorably voted 
out of committtee a measure to make major changes in 
the current automobile insurance system. 

Among Highest In Nation 

The two area legislators said, "Rates in 
Massachusetts continue to be among the highest in the 
nation. They continue to increase, despite the fact that 
the commissioner sets the rates each year. 

"It has become clear that other factors must be 
taken into consideration if rates are to be stabilized. 
The bill voted on by the committee represents a move 
in the right direction." 

Walsh and Howarth continued, "There are a number 
of important changes offered in this legislation. We 
believe the most significant is the language which 
directs the commissioner to pass on to the good drivers 
those savings realized by charging the poor drivers a 
higher premium. 

"This would be done by the creation of a safe driver 
insurance plan, which would provide for different 
premiums for motorists, based upon at-fault accidents, 
convictions of moving traffic violations, or combina¬ 
tions thereof. 

"Additionally, the bill contains language directing 
that any savings realized through reductions in fraud 
be reflected in the overall rate making process." 

In commenting on a move within the committee to 
eliminate the commissioner's power to allow com¬ 
petitive ratings, Walsh and Howarth stated, "We can¬ 
not accept any proposal which calls for repeal of com¬ 
petitive rating. The current system of allowing the 
commissioner to make this determination provides the 
public with adequate protection from potential abuses 
by the automobile insurance industry. 

Competitive Ratings 

"It also provides the commissioner with the flexibili¬ 
ty to implement competitive rating, should he find the 
conditions suitable. This scheme strikes a workable 
balance." 

In concluding, Walsh and Howarth stated, "We look 
forward to working for passage of this legislation, as 
well as to the relief it should bring to the vast majority 
of drivers in the Commonwealth."

Senator Linda J. Melconian D-Springfie!d and 
Representative Thomas M. Finneran D-Boston co- 
chairmen of a special joint Juvenile Legislative Com¬ 
mittee announced recently the following schedule of 
public hearings in this area: Thursday, May 2 Spr 
ingfield, Hampden City Court House, at 3 p.m 

In addition to this public hearing the commit-ee wilt 
examine the juvenile corrections system through on- 
sight inspections of the Worcester Secured Facility, 
Springfield's Y.M.C.A. Detention Center, Bos-on's 
Rosendale Secured Facility and the Brewster F orest 
Camp for younger non-violent offenders 

This special committee is authorized by the Joint 
Judiciary Committee to conduct a three month s*udy of 
juvenile court procedures and juvenile corrections 
system and to report its legislative recommendccons 
to the full judiciary committees. 

The committee co-chairmen have gathered tor the 
committee's review, numerous reports and information 
on various forms of juvenile justice systems, cour pro¬ 
cedures and correctional systems from conferences 
and seminars held throughout the nation. 

Building upon previous legislative and executive 
studies as well as additional information the special 
committee has invited to give testimony at these four 
public hearings representatives of the Department of 
Youth Services, juvenile court judges, probation of 
ficers, court officials, police, parents, social workers, 
school officials and juveniles. 

Senator Melconian, a former prosecuting attc rr ~ey in 
Springfield, has filed comprehensive legislation to 
reform juvenile court procedures and its cor'^:nons 
system. "I am hopeful that the special committee's ef¬ 
forts will provide viable recommendations the 
legislature which will strike an appropriate ba'ance 
between necessary punitive measures and effective 
rehabilitation programs." 

Representative Finneran pointed out "We ere in 
relatively unchartered waters. The high rate of v olen; 
juvenile crime is a new phenomena which must be ad¬ 
dressed by both the state and local communities as 
well as the citizens of the Commonwealth." The co- 
chairmen firmly believe that the challenge before their 
special committee is to establish an orient D*ion 
towards juvenile crime that insures maximum copor 
tunities for the offenders to rehabilitate themselves 
while simultaneously having sufficient pena ' es to 
punish apparently incorrigible violent juvenile of 
fenders. 

The alarming increase in youthful offenders and 
particularly the increase in serious and violent crimes 
committed by juveniles, has prompted Gov ernor 
Michael Dukakis to establish juvenile crime as a top 
priority. According to the Governor's office, a most 
10% of all offenses recorded in the Commonwedrb are 
committed by persons under the age of 17 

In addition to Senator Melconian and Represen-ative 
Finneran, other members of the committee include 
Senators Michael Lopresti and David Locke and 
Representatives John Flood, Michael Fianerty, 
Salvatore Ciccarelli and Robert Howarth

"See 
the big wide band around its middle? That's where 
every worm makes its egg case. When all its eggs are 
laid, it slips the case off over its head and the baby 
worms hatch in the soil." 

"Where eyes?" That's an easier question. "It doesn't 
have any eyes, Betsy. It just feels its way around. It 
backs out of its burrow at night. If anything bites at its 
tail, it can just scoot back into its burrow. 

"Put it down," she demands. We watch it burrow 
away. "It has tiny hairs on it to help it dig," I explain, 
"and no bones at all." "Bye, worm," she smiles. Suc¬ 
cess, I think; another toddler terror dispelled. 

"Mommy!" Minutes later she pounds on the kitchen 
door again. "Here." She proudly hands me a dozen 
startled worms. 

"For the garden?" I ask hopefully. No such luck. We 
put them into a mason jar 2/3 full of dirt. "Just for a 
few days." A lettuce leaf goes on top for a worm treat. 
As they burrow out of sight, Betsy tries to dig them out 
again. "They can't be out in the air too long," I say, 
"or they'll die. That's why they don't like light. We'll 
fool them." Together we wrap the jar with black paper. 

By evening they have dug tunnels against the glass 
inside the jar. We pull off the paper cover and Betsy 

and I watch them burrow¬ 
ing for a few moments, 
then she points to one 
and asks, "Boy or girl?" 

"They can be both." I 
try. 

"Boy or girl?" she 
demands. 

"Yes, Betsy," I sigh, 
"Boy OR girl."

Be Ready For Common 
Summer Emergencies 


Look out your window, folks - that's summer on the 
way. This week I'd like to share with you some first aid 
tips for little emergencies that come our way each sum¬ 
mer - along with tips for some emergencies that aren't 

so little. ' 

Summer means more outdoor athletics, more 
boisterous play...and more cuts and bruises Minor 
cuts are easily treated by cleaning with soap and water 
and bandaging. Slightly larger cuts require that you ap¬ 
ply pressure directly over the wound: this reduces the 
flow of blood near the cut and makes for quicker clot¬ 
ting. Sterile gauze may be preferred to adhesive ban¬ 
dages for a larger cut. 

Very large cuts, deep, jagged cuts, or cuts inflicted 
by a metal object require professional medical treat¬ 
ment. Use pressure to control bleeding and summon a 
doctor or emergency medical technician (EMT). 

Two common effects of overexertion on very hot 
days are heat stroke and heat exhaustion. Though their 
causes are similar, the symptoms and treatment for 
heat stroke are very different from those for heat ex 
haustion. 

Heat stroke is identified by a very high body 
temperature, hot, reddened skin, and a strong and 
rapid pulse. Do not treat heat stroke with any type of 
stimulant. Try to reduce the victim's body temperature 
with cool water, alcohol rubs or cold packs. Don't over 
chill, for example, by covering the victim with ice. 

Heat exhaustion is very, very different. The victim 
will have normal temperature with pale, clammy skin 
and profuse sweating. He will report weakness and 
nausea. Where heat stroke is a failure of the body's 
temperature regulating mechanisms, heat exhaustion 
often results from depletion of electrolytes such as salt 
from the metabolism. Help the victim lay down and ap¬ 
ply cool, wet cloths. Administer salt water (1 teaspoon 
salt per 6 ounce glass) for about an hour, in sips. 

Here's what to do about one summer injury that's 
never minor: drowing! The drowning victim will be 
listless and comatose with bluish skin, lips and nail 
beds. There will not be observable breathing. Sitting on 
the victim and pumping his arms, old cartoon style, 
will do little good. Perform mouth-to-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion to restore breathing. If there is no heartbeat, ad¬ 
minister rhythmic chest compression. Do not attempt 
to perform cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) unless 
you have been trained in it; it's easy to do serious 
damage if you don't know what you're doing. 

Of course, in any drowning incident, summon 
emergency medical assistance at once. 

One final thought: do you know how to obtain 
emergency assistance in the area where you will be 
vacationing? It's a good idea to consult a local 
telephone directory upon-your arrival, write down fire, 
police and EMS numbers, and keep them with you.

Membership numbers approximately 375, and the 
society regularly sponsors several events which are 
open to the public. These include the popular 
Oktoberfest, district and 
national gymnastic com¬ 
petitions, and annual 
chorale group competi¬ 
tions. 

One special event this 
summer will be a concert 
performed by a visiting 
German men's chorale 
group in conjunction with 
the local Turnverein 
singers' 100th anniver¬ 
sary celebration.

Since the debate last week on the local aid proposal 
there has been a great hue and cry from both sides 
regarding the controversial section which would allow 
1 1 communities another year to get to the 216 levy 
limit. The proposal in question would allow the mayor 
and city council or governing body of those 1 1 com¬ 
munities a chance to essentially override 2)6 on their 
own, without voter approval. 

As you know Proposition 216 passed by a 60% ma¬ 
jority of the voters of the Commonwealth ironically 2)6 
years ago. Since that time there have been minor 
changes in the law to make it more practical in the real 
world of budgets and budget cuts. The provision of the 
law whic is under siege by the Governor's proposal 
states that if a community wishes to override the 2)6 
levy limit, the community can only do so by approval 
of a majority of its voters. This would allow the com¬ 
munity to raise its levy to 5 percent. If two thirds of the 
voters approved an override the community would then 
be allowed an unlimited levy. Voter approval of an 
override is the cornerstone of the law. 

During debate last week an amendment was in¬ 
troduced which would call for a local referendum in¬ 
structing the local governing body as to whether it 
should extend for another year the ability to get the 
town down to the 2)6 limit. This amendment passed 
originally 73-70 over the vocal opposition of the House 
leadership. Reconsideration of the matter was ordered 
for the next day and after intense lobbying from both 
sides the matter was reconsidered and the amendment 
lost by a 78-68 vote. Subsequently the non-binding 
resolution of Dukakis's proposal passed the House 1 13 
to 32. 

The proponents of Proposition 2)6, Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, Mass. High Technology Council and 
other groups claim this proposal "guts" 2)6 by 
sidestepping voter approval. I and 77 of my colleagues 
agree and further argue that 340 other cities and towns 
had to cope with Proposition 2)6 and these com¬ 
munities should not be treated any different. Not only 
are they allowed an extra year to get 2)6 but these 11 
communities are also receiving a lion's share of local 
aid at the expense of those cities and towns which 
have already abided by the law. 

I certainly did not support Propostion 2)6 and still 
don't like it. But like it or not the people have spoken, 
some have not listened.

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Learn Lanuage 
Of Host Country 
Language Pupils Told 

By Joanne Brown 

On Friday, April 29th, Agawam High School foreign 
language students were given a unique opportunity to 
hear of what happens to America's representatives 
abroad when they are linguistically unprepared to 
understand their he ts. 

Through the joint effort of the Language Department 
and the Guidance Department in cooperation with the 
local Army office, Major David Shoemaker discussed 
the use and misuse of foreign languages in everyday 
life, in business, and in government and politics. His 
visit was part of a six-school tour throughout Western 
Massachusetts and Connecticut.

Mrs. Melanie Poudrier, chairman of the Language 
Department at Agawam High, reports that Major 
Shoemaker's dis ssions intrigued the students 
because he gave many instances in which Americans 
abroad were embarrassed or worse by gaffs made 
through poor translations or inept knowledge of 
customs of various foreign countries. 

One such error turned out to be very costly for an 
American business attempting to promote a new 
medicine in Malaysia, according to what Shoemaker 
old the students. This company had colored the 
nedicine green and packaged it in a green box only to 
discover - too late - that the color green symbolizes 
death in that country. Not much medicine sold! 

Using instances such as this, Shoemaker pointed out 
o the students his firm belief that everyone should be 
I nowledgeable of foreign languages and customs, 
oven if only to travel in various countries. 

Currently serving as executive officer for the Direc- 
• orate of Training at the Defense Language Institute in 
.Monterey, California, Shoemaker expanded his ideas 
on the importance of knowing languages and customs. 
He pointed out how serious mistakes in translations 
can affect transactions from international governmen¬ 
tal relations to everyday life in a foreign country. 

In illustrating a more serious diplomatic error, 
Shoemaker mentioned how a new American represen¬ 
tative to Saudi Arabia greeted that country's top of¬ 
ficial with a right-handed handshake, called him by his 
first name, and then sat down and crossed one leg over 
the other knee. After the official stormed out of the 
room, the American discovered that Saudis dislike 
physical contact unless with those close to them, view

the right hand as the "toilet hand," never use first 
names unless very well known, and consider showing 

the bottom of one's shoe to be very insulting. 
***** 

As part of his talk, Shoemaker explained that the 
Defense Language Institute is an institution which 
teaches 39 foreign languages and 26 cultures. The 
lengtb-of these courses depends on the difficulty of the 
language, with Spanish and French taking relatively lit¬ 
tle time as opposed to Chinese or Russian. He in¬ 
dicated to the students that entrance to the DLI is very 
difficult to achieve and that many who do begin find 
staying in difficult as well. 

Shoemaker was originally assigned to DLI as dean of 
students for the Asian/Middle East Language group. 
He currently serves as Foreign Training Officer in 
charge of designing curricula for as many as fourteen 
foreign military officers attending that institution. Ad¬ 
ditionally, he served in the Defense Intelligence Agen¬ 
cy and as an action officer on the Organization of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff.

In perhaps the top race of the day, Mike Lazazzera 
and Panthers' Mike Lazarus and Steve Derose hooked 
up for a photo, finish in the 100 yard dash. When the 
stopwatches were unwound, Lazazzera took second 
place with Lazarus at 10.5 and Derose was declared 
the eyelash winner. 

Lazazzera's clocking was his best in three years on 
the Brownie cinders.

Picking up valuable points for the winners were 
Kevin Atkinson (second in 330 hurdles, third in 220);

"There were a lot of pivotal races that could have 
gone either way and in most cases, we won," said an 
elated Coach Gus Young.

The Elso Trout Derby wos our goal as we headed 
north and west to Sodus Bay and the Haher's Marina. 
The weather proved to be our greatest enemy. When 
we arrived at the marina, there was eight inches of 
snow on the ground and the wind was blowing at 
around 40 miles an hour. We docked the boat anyway 
and set up the truck camper in preparation for a ten- 
day stay. 

Tony and his wife Sherry Marciel planned to spend 
the first weekend with us. They arrived and the four of 
us were able to get on the water Saturday. The wind 
died down and the sun actually blessed us with its rays 
for most of the day. After about an hour of trolling, my 
Martin reel screamed on the fly and my first fish was a 
nice fat brown trout that weighed six pounds on the 
Deliar scale. I took one more trout around three or four 
pounds on the Red Mooselock. Between Edie and I we 
dropped five trout before Tony could net them. 

Tony fished hard but could not get a hit. The next 
day was harsh cold, windy and it rained off and on. We 
fished the bay because the water was breaking loudly 
over the breakwall and it was impossible to go out on 
the lake. The take for the half day of fishing was one 
small brown by Edie. Tony and I went fishless. Tony 
and Sherry headed for home late Sunday afternoon. 

Monday it rained all day. It turned into snow at one 
point and left 2 to 3 inches on the ground. Fishing was 


impossible. Tuesday we fished Sodus Bay to no avail. 
One charter boat did well. Its paying members took 12 
coho salmon. It made Edie and I wonder what we were 
doing wrong fishing in the rain. Wednesday we took six 
fish out on the lake and figured that the coming 
weekend was going to be a blast. Wrong! The derby 
commenced Thursday morning. The first fish was 
taken by Edie. It was a beautiful 8 lb. laker on a silver 
mooselook. I took a 316 pounder; we dropped several 
fish for the rest of the day. That night a 14 Iber led at 
our weighing station and a 19 lb. brown trout was 
caught in the Mexico Point section of the lake. 

Mark and Lance Poirer and their nephew Teddy Leal 
arrived Friday morning and were able to fish the lake 
with their 14' boat. Teddy took the first fish, a 2 lb. 
brown. Later Mark dropped one in the lake and then 
took a 8 V 2 lb. brown in the bay. Lance went fishless. 
He did have trout on and dropped them. The fishing 
was slow. Friday, 1,000 trout were registered (17 lb. 
was tops). Saturday, only 500 (round numbers) were 
turned in. Some big fish were caught and three or four 
12 and 13 pounders were snared. Leading the derby 
was a 23 lb. brown caught out of Wilson. Saturday we 
were driven off the lake by high winds and 
thunderstorms.

Not too impressive when you hear a 
charter captain remark that the week before we arrived, 
his boat took 59 fish one day. 

We arrived in the rain and we left in the rain. The 
rain came down so hard that we had difficulty seeing 
the road and had to pull off at Utica and spend the 
night. The next morning it was still raining. Like I said 
at the beginning of this column, the weather was our 
greatest enemy. In spite of it, we spent 10 days doing 
what we like to do best, fishing for large fresh water 
fish. Lake Ontario is the greatest place around for large 
fresh angling.
